Elections for the offices 
of the Student Government 
Alliance were held Tues- 
day, Sept. 2.

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Athletic field gets new turf

Just as the clothes make 
the man, a team is made 
by how and where it plays. 
PSC has just completed 
the installation of a syn- 
thetic field, made by Astro 
Turf Co. that costs over $1 
million dollars to install. 

Mike Simpson, director 
of facilities /maintenance, 
said the new field is much 
more “durable” than a 
grass field. The field has “a 
lot of play.” 

With an ever -expanding 
athletic program, these 
improvements are need- 
ed, said Athletic Director 
Shawn White. 

Antonio Rascon-Gato, 
recreation activities coordi- 
nator, said the field is “very 
soft” and was “very nicely 
done.” 

The field does not feel 
like any other synthetic 
turf field he has played 
on. “It looks more like real 
grass” and is “very nice to 
run on.” 

Rascon-Gato adds that 
the new lights are a great 
improvement that makes 
night play possible. He also 
adds that the field is open 
to all students, not just 
athletes. 

Rascon-Gato says “more 
and more people are com- 
ing to the field every day 


and it is everyone’s respon- 
sibility to help maintain 
the field.” 

The turf is made of dual 
spine monofilament fibers 
that are filled seventy per- 
cent with Cryogenic Rub- 
ber or Crumb Rubber. 
Then there is an additional 
thirty percent of sand to fill 
in any gaps and provide a 
smoother contour to the 
field. 

The new field is low 
maintenance, needing to 
be groomed or leveled every 
four to six weeks according 
to Simpson. 

The field also undergoes 
a “Geo Max” test, to see if 
the fill needs to be added 
to keep the turf in prime 
condition. 

This is done by placing a 
large tube on the field and 


dropping a weight inside to 
measure for padding and 
the amount of bounce. This 
will be done in fourteen dif- 
ferent spots on the field to 
ensure the field will stay in 
superior condition. 

The construction com- 
pany was Green River 
Corp. located in Bridge- 
port, W.Va. This company 
also installed the field at 
Marshall University. GRC 
installed the new field 
over the summer semes- 
ter in time for fall semester 
sports. 

The Athletic Department 
prohibits food on the field. 
Pets, metal spikes, tobacco 
products, and bicycles are 
not allowed on the field. 

The lights are timed to 
turn off at 1 1:30 p.m. each 
night.

Campus arrests down

Brian Kerling is Deputy Chief of University Police 
at Potomac State College of WVU. Kerling has 
worked on campus for eight years now and started 
as a part-time campus police officer in 2006 and 
earned his current position as Deputy Chief of 
University Police in 2012. 

He has 13 years of experience in law 
enforcement, having graduated from the West 
Virginia State Police Academy in August 2012. 
Most of Kerling’s training came from Storm 
Mountain Training Center located in Elk Garden, 
W.Va. where he took a sniper course. He received 
SWAT training by the FBI in New Jersey. 

Kerling likes law enforcement because it is 
“constantly changing” and can go from “having 
breakfast to a foot chase” at a moment’s notice. 

Students at PSC can get involved in programs 
with the campus police such as the WVU 
Cadet Program, which Kerling compared to a 
neighborhood watch. 

Since the beginning of the semester, crimes 
involving alcohol, marijuana, and theft have been 
common. “Theft is at its peak at the end of the 
semester,” said Kerling. 

Compared with August of 2013, overall arrests 
have been reduced from 33 to 17, with alcohol- 
related arrests reducing from 16 to three. This is 
partially because the University Police is at full 
staff, with five certified police officers, says Kerling. 

The University Police may also assist state or 
local law enforcement if requested.

Tettah’s education is ex- 
tensive, here in the United 
States and in Togo, Africa, 
his homeland. 

The university level of 
education is competi- 
tive in Togo, says Tettah. 
There was only one college 
when he attended and only 
students with the high- 
est scores on the entrance 
exam were accepted. “Ed- 
ucation is a primary ele- 
ment of our life,” Tettah 
comments about culture in 
Togo. 

Tettah planned on fur- 
thering his education out- 
side of Togo, but not in the 
U.S., due to the language 


barrier. French is spoken 
in Togo, so he considered 
Quebec or Paris. It was 
only after winning a green 
card in a government lot- 
tery that he became a citi- 
zen in the United States. 

Tettah already had a 
master’s degree in philoso- 
phy before coming to the 
States. He only received 
sixty transferable credits 
from this to start his new 
degree in manufacturing 
systems at North Carolina 
Agricultural and Techni- 
cal State University. He 
graduated with a bach- 
elor’s degree, Magna Cum 
Laude, and continued on 
at the same school for his 
master’s in industrial engi- 
neering. To further his ed- 
ucation more, he attended 
Purdue University in Indi- 
ana for his Ph.D., in indus-

life. “In general, everything 
is the same. Israelis kind 
of refuse to submit to the 
terror. I always think about 
if a siren goes off where is 
the safest place to run to.” 

The Israeli people do 
have one of the best mis- 
sile defense systems, being 
called by many “the Iron 
Dome.” People in Israel are 
still dying from these at- 
tacks despite their defense 
system. Tamar points out
